THE DOOMED VICTIMS GUT OFF BY F1RG 


And Roasted Alive or Suffocated by 


the Dense Smoke, Without Possi- 


bility or Hope of Rescue— 


The Mine Flooded. 


Tho Whisky Trust Indictments. 


CLEVELAND, O., June a.—Warren H. 


Corning1 and Julius E. French, mem- 
bors o* tho Whisky trust who wero in- 
dicted \>y the United States grand jury 
In Boston for violating tho so-called 
United States anti-trust lawa, were 
taken before United States Commis- 
sioner Williams, yesterday afternoon, 
and bound ovor to the United States 
district court of the district of Massa- 
chusetts In tho Bum of 95,000 each. 
They refused to give bond, and tho com- 
missioner Issued a final mittimus com- 
mitting them to jail tn default of bail. 
Tho district attorney made an applica- 
tion for an award of removal of thu 
prisoners to the jurisdiction of tho 
IT nltcd States district judge at Boston. 
This was resisted by attorneys who 
contested

application on 
tho 


grounds that tho indictments did not 
charge them with an offense that can 
be tried in the courts of Massachusetts 
and that tho anti-trust law Is uncon- 
stitutional.

n the pit. The number is known to be 
s high as 170. 
The flames whioh wore supposed to 
5 finally subdued at the time tho first 
uscue party went down, after four- 


bodies had been brought up 


roko out afresh. Water was pumped 
nto the mine, but tho machinery was 
nadquate and the fire increased. 
This morning help was brought from 
terauni, the superintendent of the 
oal mines there sending down a force 
f men with machinery for flooding 
ho mlno more rapidly. When tho 
amos seemed to abate somewhat a 
escue party went down and returned 
vlth eleven more dead bodies. They 
mid that they could hear shouts and 
•roans far off in tho mlno, but that the 
moke was so thick and the heat so in- 
onso that they did not daro venture 
n. None of tho party would return 
knd two hours passed before a foreman 
louhl find seven men to go down with 
ilm. It was then thought that the flro 
was nearly out, as only a thin smoke 
arao from the mouth of tho pit, and 
that the miners on tho higher levels 
who had escaped drowning might be 
saved. 


The foreman and the seven men tried 
« made their way In tho direction 
whore the shouts and groans had been, 
leard, but the heat waa stifling, and 
ieavy smoke and flro finally obstructed 
ill progress. 


About 100 yards from tho shaft the 


mrty were suddenly enveloped In a 
rust of fire a,ndl smoke from a side gal- 
ery. Four 
men 
fell 
unconscious. 


Their four comrades tried to drag them 
away .but were competed finally to run 
(or their lives and leave the men to die. 
This rescue party hoard no sound In 
the galleries save the crackling ot the 
flro. 


All of the .woodwork nsar the shaft 


had been burned away, the four sur- 
vivors said, and the fire evidently had 
followed the miners from the entrance 
to the end of the galleries. The fore- 
man says there Is no doubt that all the 
men who were left in tho mine are 
dead. 
The host beyond the point 


•where the four miners wore stricken, he 
said, would have been fatal and the 
smoke was stifling. Be saw tools and 
garments abandoned In the haste of 
flight, showing by their positions that 
the men fled away from the shaft 


Immediately after the foreman re- 


turned with tho remains of his party 
the flro started up again, and despite 
the work of the engines is still burn- 
ing 
fiercely.

The Investigation by the House Com- 


mittee on the Eleventh Census Re- 


sumed—The Statements of Wit- 


nesses Examined Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The investiga- 


tion of the census bureau was con- 
tinued yesterday morning by thn house 
committee on the eleventh census. , 


J. Fraiser Richards, formerly of the 


agricultural division of the census bu- 
reau, told 
the committee that he 


thought the selection of special agents 
in that division and in tho division of 
wealth and taxation \f<M very unfor- 
tunate. John Hyde, special agent of 
tho agricultural division. wa» especially 
ignorant of agricultural matters. On 
June 18, 1891, the witness received 
notice 
that 
his services were no 


longer required and Mr. Hyde 'had 
asked him 
to 
turn 
over letters 


received from manufacturers In con- 
nection with tho preparation of a re- 
port on the sugar beet industry. The 
witness refused to do this, and ho was 
arrested for purloining public papers, 
but the caso wan dismissed, the judge 
stating that It was a "high handed out- 
rage." The witness said ho saw at the 
time dismissals wore being made that 
there was discrimination against union 
soldiers, and ho gave a aumber of In- 
stances where veterans of tho war and 
Boldiors' widows had been dismissed. 
One man who had been in the confed- 
erate army, and who with a troop of 
horses hud followed President Lincoln 
in tho hope of capturing him, had been 
retained. 


Mr. Richards testified that there had 


been a force of clerks employed at 
night in the agricultural division get- 
ting names and addresses of farmers in 
western states having lands in sections 
\vhore irrigation was necessary. This 
Work was done under the supervision 
of John Ilydo, chief of tho division, 
and tho Information was given to the 
Irrigation Ago of Denver, Col. Ho 
Btated furthermore that his clerks had 
not bccu paid for their labor as yet. 


Tho • tobacco statistics returned by 


enumerators wore in many cases arbi- 
trarily changed In the division on tho 
assumption by tho chief that a certain 
number of acres must produce a certain 
amount of tobaoco, and if the return 
did not como up to the amount they 
tnuBt be edited to make up the de- 
ficiency. 


MrR. Mary Lassolle, formerly a clerk 


In the census office, testified to having 
BCun sovoral section chiefs using famili- 
arities and acting indocontly toward 
women In the office; also, to having 
personally received improper proposals 
from a suction chief. She said that tho 
morals of theoillcu generally were very 
bad. 


Congressman Taylor, of Ohio, askod 


if they had any more witnesses like her 
in the census oillco. 8hc retorted that 
from his questions she was of the opin- 
ion that he hail every requisite of a 
section chief in the census olllce.

Some Strange and Some Gigantic 


Animate. 


Among the very curious living wonders 


to be seen in the two menageries of 
Barnum and Bailey's Greatest Show on 
Earth, which is to exhibit here on June 
10th, is a group of nature's most gigantic,

He was pre- 
siding elder oftheQumoy district, and 
came from Qainoy to Deoatnr, ID 1868 
he waa in charge of the Bloomington dis- 
trict. He was chaplain of th* 94th 
regiment and in 1868 was elected circuit 
clerk of McLean county. Hia age was 
73, and he was the father ot ten children, 
eight of whom survive.

Do trout feed in the night during the

The best time to catch them at night is 
early in the evening before tho moon 
rises, or after it sots in tho morning. 
Only in the darkest night do trout bito 
best. 
They don't feed on the same 


ground at night that they do in day- 
time. Yon will find them in shallow 
water above a pool or below, where it is 
best to use a dark fly, and getting close 
to your fish, mako your cast as delicate- 
ly as in daytime. Kever use bait with 
your flies. I never have had luck with 
a white miller.—American Angler, 


Cutting Ico by Electricity. 


Anew departure in ice cutting has 


been proposed by a man who contends 
that it is quite practicable to cut tho ice 
by means of a wire, heated electrically. 
His plan ia to install a portable steam 
and dynamo plant at somo convenient 
point on tho shore, near to tho ice har- 
vesting operations, and nm from the 
dynamo a suitable steel wire of tho re- 
quired length with a proper return. By 
generating a sufficient current to main- 
tain the temperature in the wire at about 
200 degs., and by stretching the wire 
taut along the surface of tho ico a 
means of cutting through the mass 
would at once be established.—Philadel- 
phia Ledger.
